KLAN DEFENGE 


‘Berkeley, Dec. 5.Tbe action of the 
Berkeley Board of Education in rent- 
ing the Berkeley High School audi- 
torium for a lecture last night by a 
touring lecturer of the Ku Klux Klan 
today resulted in comment on both 
sides of the bay. 

Members of the board defended 
their action, stating that the appli- 
cation for the permit was regular 
‘and legal..in every: way and’ that ‘they 
had no other recourse than to grant 
it. 

The permit was not granted, they 
said, until a number of reputable 
Berkeley citizens appeared as spon- 
sors. Sentiment on the part of the 
board members, it was said, was, if 
anything, opposed to granting the 
lecture permit.

“We have gradually .thrust upon 
the public schools the almost impos- 
sible task of providing for the com- 
plete mental, physical and moral ed- 
ucation of our children, and if there 
are defects in the results of popular 
education it is not the schoole which 
are entirely to blame.”
